The question was raised by the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
Co., after the failure of the Bank 
of Commerce of Okmulgee, Okla­ 
homa. The supreme court affirmed 
the decision of the lower court. 
The Fidelity-Guaranty Co. have 
bonds to the Federal government as 
well as others to secure deposits in 
the failed bank.

Detachable Bird Houses 
It is becoming quite the fashion for

Weather Man Contradicts Be­ 
lief that Body of Water 
Is Drying Up 


SALT LAKE CITY, March 3.— 
Cohtrary to the belief that Great 
Salt Lake was drying up, the water 
in the lake is gradually rising and, 
In the opinion of J. Cecil Alter in 
charge of the United States weather 
bureau here, it will reach the level 
it was at when the Mormon pioneers 
first came in 1847. 
Government statistics show. that 
the lake, which is IOO miles long 
and 40 miles wide, had an average 
depth of 15 feet IO inches in 1868. 
From that time until 1903 the water 
gradually lowered until it reached 
only a few inches. However, it has 
been steadily rising since reaching 
its low level and now the average 
depth is six feet four inches. 
Great Salt Lake is said to be what 
is left of Ancient Lake Bonneville, 
which at one time covered most of 
what is now Utah and part of Ne­ 
vada. The old shore lines oL Lake 
Bonneville are still visible on the 
hills around Salt Lake City. 
The gradual Vise of the Uke is 
causing considerable trouble to rail­ 
roads and farmers. The former have 
been obliged ot raise their tracks 
and farmers who 
settled 
on the 
shores of the lake when the water 
was down have had to desert some 
of their land which is being gradu­ 
ally submerged. 
The water of Great Salt Lake is 
about 20 percent salt and it is esti­

would be obtainable. The lake is

And now it is saki that the French are again turning 
their thoughts to Clemenceau, the 'Tiger of. France/’ who 
piloted the nation’s destiny during the darkest days of the 
war. 
Clemenceau desired to round out his career as presi­ 
dent of h ranee but with the war won and his services no 
longer imperatively needed, his enemies became active and 
gave the prize to another. 
Since then he has been in re­ 
tirement. 
He is well past the four score mark in age and to 
again assume the premiership with all of the heavy burdens 
and responsibilities would be a tremendous task for the old 
fighter. 
C lemenceau’s career has been a stormy one and he 
attained his position by the hardest kind of fighting but 
at his age he has probably lost much of his love of battle. 
If 
he again takes the helm it will be in the hope of saving his 
country from the calamities that threaten her and not because 
of political ambition. 
The French are proverbially change­ 
able, quick to elevate to power a man who happens to catch 
the popular fancy and just as quick to hurl him from his 
pedestal when he offends the volatile public sentiment. 
It 
was Gambetta who did more than any other man to save the 
nation from the wreckage of the war of 1870 but in the criti­ 
cal days that followed even Gambetta was overthrown with­ 
out thought of the service he had rendered the nation in its 
hour of need. 
Probably he would have regained his com­ 
manding position, however, had not death laid an untimely 
hand on him. 


Press reports indicate that considerable progress is be­ 
ing made in colonizing Palestine with Jewish immigrants from 
all parts of the world, more particularly from Russia, Poland 
and other countries of Europe where the race has been the 
object of persecution. 
A large number of agricultural colo­ 
nies have already been established and in some places in­ 
dustries are springing up.

degree of prosperity unknown under Turkish rule. 
From all 
accounts Palestine is no longer a land of milk and honey but 
within the next quarter of a century it may be well along the 
path to at least a partial restoration to the prosperity of 
2,000 years ago and the home of thousands of Jews who never 
knew what peace was until established in the land of their 
fathers. Palestine has been the battle grounds for the empires 
of all ages but perhaps under British rule it is at last to 
realize the dream of the pious Jews of every land.

DF CUPS MEWED 


Excellent Soils and Improve­ 
ment of Leading Crops 
Given as Cause 


(B f th* Associated Press) 
KANSAS CITY. Mar. 3.—Agricul­ 
ture is preparing for a big produc­ 
tion this year, influenced by excel­ 
lent soil and moisture conditions 
and by the improvement in position 
of leading crops, notably corn, cot­ 
ton. sugar beets, potatoes, truck 
and dairy products, says the month­ 
ly report of the Tenth Federal Re­ 
serve district made public here to­ 
night. 
Unsatisfactory returns of the last 
two crops of winter wheat and the 
effects of dry feather last year have 
resulted in wheat acreage being re­ 
duced nearly 12 per cent in the 
dial jct, according to 
the 
report. 
However, it is added, the growing 
condition at this time would, if 
maintained, forecast a large yield, 
a portion of which has been signed 
up for marketing through coopera­ 
tive associations. 
“The situation with reference to 
livestock is one of encouragement,” 
the report said. “While cattlemen 
Rill regard prices of their stock as 
unsatisfactorily 
low, 
the 
reduced 
number of bead 
oi* 
farms 
and 
ranges in the district on the first 
of January, is regarded as pointing 
to firmer cattle values. Most of the 
troubles of the cattlemen in the last 
three years have been overcome, 
and although there is some difficulty 
in 
financing breeding stock, the 
industry as a whole is in a better 
Position than at any time since the 
period of readjustment began. 
“The sheep industry has shown a 
remarkable recovery and may now 
be said to be on a fairly prosperous 
basis. Heavy marketing 
of 
hogs, 
which has featured the winter re­ 
ports, has resulted in a slight reduc­ 
tion of hogs on farms, and with a 
broader demand for pork both at 
home and abroad, there is a feeling 
among producers that, notwithstand­ 
ing low prices prevailing in rt-eent 
months, the condition of the indus 
try is promising.” 
The petroleum 
industry, which 
was somew hat depressed by over pro 
duction a few months ago, shows 
good signs of recovery, the review- 
said, Coal production for January 
showed a high 
rate 
of 
activity. 
Lead and zinc production reached 
new high levels, influenced by sub­ 
stantially increased prices of ores. 
Shipments of ores from the Colo­ 
rado precious metal mining districts 
for the winter were heavy and op­ 
erations proceeded rapidly according 
to the summary. 
“The reports show more than nor­ 
mal winter activity in manufactur­ 
ing in various lines,” it continued. 
#*With arrivals of wheat at the mar­ 
kets of the district less than half 
the volume of a year ago, flour pro­ 
duction reported by the southwest­ 
ern mills was nearly IO per cent 
greater than a year ago. Meat Pack­ 
ing reports indicated an enormous 
output, although slightly below- that 
of a year ago.” 
Severe cold weather during the 
last month has caused a slowing 
down in mid-winter 
building 
and 
construction work. However, plans 
for large building programs and ex­ 
tensive public improvements for the 
current year have been announced 
and some activity is noted with the 
approach of spring, 
the 
summary 
said. 
Trade in all lines of wholesale 
business during January except gro­ 
ceries, fell short of the total of a 
year ago, the summary said. This 
decrease was attributed to the price 
uncertainties, cold weather and bad 
roads.

The decline of the franc 
and the fear of the French popula­ 
tion near the German bpundary that 
the French money will continue to 
drop, has inspired the wholesale 
buying of articles of fixed value. 


Prices in Strasburg

ticles across the Rhine in German 
territory. There was a great rush 
of Germans into France during the 
holiday season, and shoppers were 
not hindered by the French au­ 
thorities. German officials also paid 
little attention 
to 
wares carried 
across the line if they were clearly 
for the use of the purchasers and 
their families. 
Since Christmas time the control 
has been intensified and there is 
less trafficing 
across 
the 
river. 
French merchants are in something 
of a quandary. They are perfectly 
witling to sell seasoaole articles and 
wares of such character that they 
may be worthless as fashions change 
hut there is a growing disposition 
to hold staple goods, as prices in 
francs are beginning to advance 
with the decline 
in 
French 
ex­ 
change. 
There is everywhere a desire on 


the part of Ute people of S tra s­ 
burg to get hold af 0 dollars, and 
their fajth 
in American 
currency 
seems unlimited. The weakening of 
the pound sterling has made the 
population less keen for English 
money. 
The people of Alsace and Lor­ 
raine know so much about the cur­ 
rency disaster in Germany that they 
are much alarmed over the possibil­ 
ity of French currency undergoing 
a similar collapse, 
Even 
servants 
and workmen are seeking some se­ 
cure investment for -their money. 
French officials control 
the 
fron­ 
tiers very carefully to keep travel­ 
ers from carrying francs out of the 
country in large quantities, as they 
want to prevent the dumping of 
francs abroad at rates which will 
make it more difficult to keep the 
franc from further decline.

(Br the Associated Press) 
LONDON.— Ramsey Macdonald as 
prime minister is a striking testi­ 
monial to the public's infinite capa­ 
city for changing its mind. No man 
in Britain was more disliked by hip 
Countrymen than was Mr. Macdon­ 
ald in the heated, emotional years 
of the war. From start to finish he 
was 
gainst the conflict, and lie 
never compromised with his prin­ 
ciples. 
Nor was Mr. Macdonald satisfied 
with passive resistance- W ith all the 
fire that is in him he violently and 
actively opposed the war. In conse­ 
quence he lost his political position 
and was even expelled from his 
golf club. 
The larger the war went on the 
more bitter and active was Mr. Mac­ 
donald’s opposition to it. At the be­ 
ginning he found the majority of 
labor members against him, so he 
resigned the chairmanship of the 
party. When Labor later joined the 
Lloyd 
George 
coalition, 
he 
held 
aloof. In 1917 he tried to go to 
Russia, but members of the Nation­ 
al Seaman’s and Firem en’s Union 
refused to man the ship should be 
come abroad. A few months Inter he 
planned to attend a conference at 
Stockholm 
which 
the 
Bolshevists 
pi oposed as a step towards peace 
parleys with the working classes of 
the central powers. The government 
refused to give him a passport. The 
same year he was one of the mov­ 
ing forces in a conference at Leeds 
which resolved to seek establishment 
of workers’ and soldiers’ councils in 
the manner of the revolting Rus­ 
sians. 
The ‘‘khabi election” just after 
the 
war—th at 
wild, 
flag-waving, 
parliamentary campaign with its hot 
and 
ardent 
cries 
of “Hang the 
Kaiser,”— was 
disastrous 
to 
Mr. 
McDonald, He was badly beaten at 
the polls, and lost his seat in the 
Commons. The Labor stronghold of 
Woolwich turned him down. For 
four years he remained on the out­ 
side, looking in, until the voters of 
Aberavon sent him back to West­ 
minister in 1922. 
Helped by the “ wild men from 
the Clyde,” as the more extreme 
elements of the Scottish labor dele­ 
gation are called, Mr. Macdonald re­ 
gained the leadership of his party, 
but only by a narrow majority. 
From the opposition benches this 
man, who had attracted little at­ 
tention in his former parliamentary 
speeches, revealed as the days went 
on the gifts for debate that are 
looked for in leaders. More and 
more it became certain that if La­ 
bor came to power Mr. Macdonald 
would be prime minister. 
So it is. Politically he has come 
back. But he is still out of the 
modest golf club at his native vil­ 
lage of Lossiemouth. One heard in­ 
teresting stories on that subject as 
soon as it became certain the Con­ 
servative 
regime 
would 
fall 
and 
Labor would take charge of the gov­ 
ernment. It was said the canny ex- 
clubmates of Mr. Macdonald adopt­ 
ed a resolution just before Christ­ 
mas week revoking the order that 
had expelled him from the fairways 
of Lossiemouth during 
the 
war. 
Then, the story went, a delegation 
of club members came down 
to 
London to ask their ‘old friend” to 
rejoin the club and let the home 
folks see him swinging woods and' 
irons during his Christmas holidays 
The substance of the reply Mr. Mac­ 
donald is said to have made to this 
invitation might be summed Sp as 
“nothing doing.”
